But then as Seneca doth ſay, Non eſt 
M&thiopis inter ſuos inſignitus color ; The ſe/f-fame 
doth bappen is man, and che wonderful Workman- 
ſhip of his Body , and unſpeakable E xeellency of bu 
Soul ; for if me regard bis Excellency, be duth ſur- 
paſs all creatures under Heaven: And therefore the 
Egyptian; 'being raviſhed nith the contemplation of 
Mans dignity and perfeition , doxbied not to call 
biz « terreſtrial God, and eeleFtial ( reature, a Meſ- 
ſenger of the Gods, Lord and Maſter of things below, 
and a familiar friend i0 thoſe which live above, a mi- 
racle of Nature, and as Seneca duth call bias, Natures 
Daling, : 

It ns ſaid, that after that Phidias, a moſt fans 116 
Carver, bad made Minerva's Shed , be engraved 
bis own Portraiture ſo lively and deeply in the ſame, 
cbat it could never be taken out again, without the 
defacing the whole mork. So God himſelf, a far 
wore excellent norkman then Phidias, after be had 
wade the aniverſal World, and all Creatares there- 
in, for 4 Bken of bis thill, dren it aunty in 4 ſonall 
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compaſs, as an bridgement of all bis works, to wit when 
be had made man, who a Micrccoſm, or little morld, 
and in him printed 'his 6wn 1mage and ſimilitude ſo 
lively, that no pener whatſoever is able to blot it out. 
This image and ſimilitade.is the Soul and Underſt and- 
ins, which be would never bave printed in man, unleſs 
be bad firſt made bima bedy of a ſubſtance fit and apt 
to receive that impreſſion 3 and unleſs alſo he had ſo 
skilfully framed it, that it ſhould be nurihy to. receive 
fo great an ornament as the Underſtanding is. And 
therefere the Body of man nas made of a complexion 
w6ſt pure and delicate, and in a ſhape comely as « beatr 
tiful ; and yet nutnithſtanding all theſe perfeftions 
which man bath in himſelf, few or none take delight 
inthe ſtudy of himſeif, or is careful to know the ſub- 
fance, ſtate condition, quality and uſe of the parts of 
his own body, aithongh he be the howor of Nature, and 
more to be admired then the ſtrangeſt and rareſt non- 
der that ever bapned. The cauſe of this is no other, but 
lecauſe mans Natare delighteth in Novelties» and 
negletFs to ſearch ont the cauſe of thoſe things, which 
ate COmmoOon.

Firſt, It proceeds from the - will of the Creators ſelf : and 
although the anſwer be true, yer ih this our purpoſe it ſeem- 
eth not to be of force, becauſe that fo all queſtions mighr eafi- 
ly be diffolyed. | —— 

Secondly,' I anſwer, Thar fot-tfe moſt part every werk= 
man doth: make' his firſt work worle , and then his ſecond 
better; and ſo 'God creatiffÞ *at}* ocher beaſts. before man, 
gave them their face looking: down'to the carth : And then 
ſecondly, he -created man, as it doth appear in Geneſts, unto

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and ſo min had his face up to heaven, to bebold the won= 
ders of Gods works, 

Q. why is the head of Beaſts haiiy ? 

A. The anſwer, according to the opinion of Conſt. is, 
Thar the hairs are an ornament of the_head, and of the 
brain z and the brain is purged and evacuated of groſs hu- 
mouts by the growing of the hair , from the higheſt unto 


the loweſt parts, which paſs through the pores of the ex- 


rerior fleſh, and do become dry, and are converted into hairs. 
This appears te be true, becauſe thar inall mans bedy there 
is nothing dryer then the hairs ; for they are dryer then the 
bones, 23 Albertus Magnus doth athrm , becauſe that ſome 
þeaſts are nouriſhed with benes , as Dozs, bur no beaſt can 
digeſt feathers, or hair, but do void them undigeſted ; and 
they are {o dry, that they are nor for nutriment. 

Secondly, it is anſwered, That the brain is purged four 
manner of ways: Firſt, of ({uperfluous watry humours , by 
the eyes : from melancholy, by the ears :.' and of eholer, by 
the noſe :- of Flegm, by the hair ; and thar is the intent of the 
Phyſician. 

Q. why have men lotger hair on their heads then other living 
ereatures ? 


A. Ariſt.. de Generat. anim. ſaith, Thar men have the moiſteſt - 


brain of all living creatures, from the which the ſeed proceed- 
eth, which is converted into the long hair of' the head. 

Secondly, it is anſwered, That the humors of man are fat, 
and donor become dry eafily; and therefore the hair grow- 
eth long in him : in other beaſts the humocs are eaſily driedy 
and therefore the hair groweth nor ſo long. 

Q. why doth the hair take deepry root in mans 5h'n,then in other 
living creatures ? I 

A, Becauſe they have greater ſtore of nouriſhment in man, 
and therefore graw more into the inward parts of man : And 
this is alſo the reaſon why in other creatures the hair doth 
alter and change with rhe skin, and not in man, unleſs it be 
ſometimes a {car or wound. 

Q. why bave women longer hair then m'n ? 

A. Beeauſe women are moiſter then men, and mere Mag 
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matick, and therefore there is -more martee of hair in them? - 
and by conſequence, the length alſo of their hairs doth fol- 
low. And furthermere, this matter is more encreaſed in 
women then in men from their interfor parts, and eſpecially 
in the time of their monethly terms and flowers, becauſe the 
marcer doth then aſcend, whereby the humour which breed= 
ech the hair doth encreaſe, And Albertus doth ſay, That if 
the hair of a woman in the time of her flowers be put inte 
dang, a venomous ſerpent is engendred of it. | | 

The ſecond anſwer is, Becauſe women want beards, and 
fo the marter of the beard doth go into the matter of the 
hair, | 

Q. Why have ſome men ſoft bair, and ſome men hard + 

A, We anſwer with Ariſtotle, That rhe hair hath prepors 
tion with the skin, of which ſome is hard, ſome thick, ſome 
ſubrile and (ofr, ſome groſs: rherefore che hair which grow- 
cth out of a thick and groſs skin, is thick and groſs, and that 
which groweth of a ſubrile and fine, is fine and ſoft : And 
when the percs are openy then cometh. forch much hu» 
.mor, and thereof hard hair is ingendred 2 and when the 
pores are ſtrait, then there doth grow ſoft and fine hair. And 
this doth Ariſtotle ſhew in men, in whom we have an cminene 
roken, beeauſe women have ſofter hair then they , becauſe 
that in women the pores are ſhut, and are ſtrair, by reaſon of - 
their coldneſs. 

| Secondly, Becauſe that for the moſt part cholerics men 
have harder and thicker hair theo others, by 'reaſonof their 
heat, and becauſe the pores are ever open in themy andithere- 
fore alſo they have beards ſooner then others. Whereupen 
the Philoſopher ſairh, That thoſe beaſts which have hard 


| hair, arethe boldeſt, becauſe ſuch hair proceedeth of hear 


andcholer, which choler maketh men Gght. Ariſtatle alſo 
giverh example in the Bear and the Brrez and contrari- 
wiſe thoſe beaſts thar have ſoft hair, are fearful, becauſe rhey 
be cold, 3s the Hare and Hart. Aviſtorle doth give ano- 
ther yealon of the ſoftneſs and hardneſs of the hair, 
drawn from the Climate where a man is born ; becauſe char 
in hot Regions bard and groſs hair is ingendred » as ir 
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-appeareth in the Ethiopians, and the cqptrary is true in ® 
cold conntrey, as towards the North, 

Q. why haveſone men curied bair, \aid ſome ſmooth 2 
A. The an{wer is, That the cauſe of the curling of the 
hair is,gteat abundance of heat, ſo thar if there be much hear 
in a man, then the hair doth curl and grow upward. Anil 
a ſignef this is proved true,. becauſe that ſomerimes a man 
doth enter: into a Bath fmooth haired , and afterward by 
the Bath becometh curled, And therefore the Keepers of 
Barhs-hrve often curled hair, and alſo the Erhiepians and 
cholerick men. Bur the cauſe of the ſmoothneſs is the a- 
bundance of meiſt humours which rend downward; and a 
proof of this is, becauſe women for the moſt part, have 
{mooth hair, becauſe they haye much humidity in them, and 
ſmall heat. 

Q. '23 by do women ſhew their ripencſs by the hair in their privy 
parts, ard n:t elſrwhere, but men by their breaſt, ? | 

A; We anſwer Phyfitian- like , becauſe in men and wo- 
men there is abundance of humidity in that place, but more 
in women, becauſe men have the mouth of the bladder in 
ehat place where the urine is contained , of the which rhe 
hair In the breaſt is ingendered, and abour the navel, Bur 
of women it is ſaid, That the humidity of the bladder, ard 
of rhe watrixy or womb, 1s. Joyned, and meeteth in that low 
{gcrer place, and therefore is d flolved and ſeparated in thar 
'place through much yapours and fumes, which are the cauſe 
- of: hair:: And the like doth happen in other places where hair 
is, and under the arms. . 
wh Q. Why have not women beard, 2 

A. Becauie they want heat, as apperreth in ſome effemi- 
nate men, who are beardlels for the ſame cauſe, becauſe they 
arc of the complexion of women. 

Q. by doth the bair grow in them that are hanged ? 

A, Becauſe their bodies are expoſed to the Sun , the 
Which through his heat doth diffolve all rhe moiſture into 
s fume or yapoury vf which the hair doth grow and 'in- 
ereaſe, | 

Q. Why # toe hair of the beard thicker ard groſer then elſe* 
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where, and the more men are ſhaven, the harder and thicker it 
groweth'? = 

A. Becauſe according the rule of the Phyfitian , by how 
much more the humour or vapour of any liquor is diffol= 
ved and taken aways by fo much the more the humor remains 
Ing doth draw to the ſame: and therefore: how much the 
more the hair is ſhaven, ſo much the more the humors ga- 
ther thither; and of them che hair is engendred, and doth 
there allo wax hard. DONE 

Q. #hy are women ſmo oth and fair in eſpe of men ? 

A. The anſwer iszaccording unto Aviſt, de Generat, Animal. 
Beeauſe that in wumen all humidity and ſuperfluiry, whieh 
are the matter and cauſe of the hair of the body, is expelled 
with their monethly rerms the which ſuperfluity remainech 
in men, and through vapours do pals into the hair, And a 
lign of this is, becauſe women have ſelcom any running ar 
the noſe, or Impoſthume or Ulcer , bur ſuch matter is ex- 
pelied alſo. And we ſee ſome old women begin te have beards 
in their old age,chat is, afcer forty or fifty years of age, when 
their flewers are ceaſcd, as Ariſlotlc doth reach, de Animal, 
hb. 9. 

Q, 11 by doth mas onely, above all othcy creattres, wax hoary 
ad gray, as Protagoras au Ariſtotle affirm 2 

A, The anſwer, ae&cording unto the Philoſopher, is, Be- 
cauſe man hath the: hotreſt heart of all tiving creatures'; 
And therefore Nature being more wiſe , leſt a man ſhould 
be ſuffocated through the hear of his hearr; hath placed the 
heart” which is moſt hor , under the brain, which: is moſt 
cold, tothe end, that the hear of. the heart may be rempred 
with the eoldneſs of the brain; and conrariwiſe, that rhe 
coldneſs of the brain may be heated with the heat of the 
heart, and thereby there might be a temperature in borh, 
A. ſign to prove this, is, becauſe rhat of all living creatures 
man hath the worſt breath , if he come to his full age, 
Furthermore, man doth conſume half his time in flzeping, 
which doth proceed from the great acceſs of the coldneſs 
and moiſture of the brain, and by that means doth wanr 
natural hear to digeſt and conſume that moiſtneſs ; the 
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which hear he hark ſufficiently in his youth ; and cherefor® 


in that age is not gray, bur in his old age, when heat fai- 
leth; and therefore the vapours aſcending from the Remach 
remain undigeſted and unconſumed for want of natural 
heat, and then purrifie : of which purrifa&ion of humors, rhe 
whiteneſs doth follow, which is called grayncſs , or hoarie 
neſs, Whereby it doth appear, that hoarineſs is nothing 
elſe bur a whitenefs of the hair, cauſed by the putrification 
of humours abour the roots of the hair, through the want of 


natural heat in old age. Sometimes alſo grayneſs is cauſed by 
' the. naughrineſs of the complexion, which may well, happen 


in youth, and ſemerimes by reaſon of the moiſture undigeſt» 
ed, and lomerimes through over great fear or care, as it ap» 
p*areth in Merchants, Sailers, Thieves : from whence co- 
meth this verſe :

A. According to the opinion of Ariſtotle, becanſe redneſs 
is an infirmity in the hair ; for itis ingendred of a weak and 
infirm matter, that is 80 ſay, of matter corrupted with the 
flowers of the women, and therefore they wax white ſooner 
then black hair, 

Q. why ds wolves grow griſly ? 

A, The better to underitand this queſtion, note the diffe- 
rence between grayneſs and griſlineſs ; becauſe that grayneſs 
is cauſed rhrough rhe defeR of natural hear, bur griſlineſs 
ehrough devouring and eating, as Ariſtotle witneſſeth, 7 de 
A-tmal. The Wolf being a devouring beaſt, and a great cater, 
he lerrech ir down glutronouſly without chewing, and that 
ar once enough. for three days : of which meat groſs vas 
pours are ingendred in the Wolves body, and by conſequence 
griflineſs, S:condly, grayneſs and griflineſs do differ, be- 
exuſe grayneſs is onely in the head, gnd priſlineſs over all the

A. According to Ariſtotle, becauſe rhey are for the moft 
part in the Sun: and in his opinion alſo, hear doth acc'- 


gentally cauſe putrifation z and therefore of that kind of

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heat the matrer of hair doth purcifie z and by cenſequenet 
they are quickly pilld. 

Q, why ao men become bald, and trees fall their traves in the 
winter ? 

A. Ariſtotle doth give the ſame reaſon for both, becauſe 
that the want of moiſture in both, is the cauſe of the wane 
of the hair, and of the leaves : And this is proved, becauſe 
thar a man becomerh bald through Venery , beeiuſe thar le- 
chery is a letting forth, of natural humidicy and hear, And ſo 
by that exceſs in carhal pleaſure, moiſture is conſumed, 
which is the nutrimeot of the hair, and therefore baldneſs doth 
enſue, And this is evidently preved in Evnuchs and” Woe 
men, which do not grow bald, becauſe they do not depare 
from that moiſtneſs, And thereupon Eunvchs are of the come 
plexion of women, Bur if yoo azk why Eunuchs be net bald, 
nor have not the gout, as Hypocrates ſaith ; The'anſwer is, ac- 
cording ugto Glen, becauſe the cauſe of baldneſs is drineſs, 
the which is net in Eunuchs, becauſe they want their ſtones, 
the which de miniſter heat unto all the parts of the body, and 
the heat doth open the pores, the which being open, the hair 
doth falls (in 

Q. VVhy are net women bald ? 

A. Becauſe they are cold and moiſt, whick-are the cauſe 
that the hair remaineth ; for moiſtneſs doth give nutrimenr 
unto the hair, and the coldneſs doth bind the pores, 

Q. YVhy are baldmen deceitſul, according to the weiſe ?

A. Becauſe baldneſs doth witneſs a cholerick complexion, 
which is hotand dry ; and cholcrick men are naturally deceit«

And therefore it followerh,d primo ad ultimum,that bald men 
are deceitful. and crafty. 

Q. VVhy are not blind wen niturally bald ? 

A. Becauſe thar 8ccording unto 41iſtotle, the eye hath-more 
moiſture. in it, and that moiſtare which ſhould paſs through 
by the ſubſtance of the eyes, doth become a ſutficient nutri- 
nent of the hair, and therefore they are ſeldom bald. - 
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Q. hy doth the hair fad an end when men ave afraid ? 

A. Becauſe in the time of fear, the heat doth go from che 
eutward part of the boly, unto the inward, to the intent to 
help the heart, and fo the pores, in which rhe hair are faſten» 
ed, are ſhutup ; after which ſtopping and ſhutting up of che. 
peres, the ſtanding up of the hairs doth follow, as ir is ſeen 
in bruit beafts, 'as Dogs, wild Boars, and Peacocks,

Q.YV:y do black cyes ſce well in the day time,and bal by night? 

A. According to that opinion of Ariſtatle , it proocedeth 
from the want of fire , and from the aſſembling and mcet- 
mg together of light and humor in the cyes ; which arc 
lightned by reaſon of the Sun - which doth lighten rhe eafic 
humor of the eye, and purge ir ; and in the abſcnce of the 
Sun, thoſe humors become dark and black, and therefore the 
fight not ſo good. 

Why doth the blewiſ; gray cyes ſee badly in the day timgzand 
well by night > | 


A. Bccauſe ({atth 4rifletle) grayneſs is light ang ſhining 
. « 
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of ic {olf, and the ſpirics with which we ſee, arc weakued in 
the day time, and ſtrengrhned in the nighc,

Q. whether doth the child in the womb void excrements, or 
mike watty ? 
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A. No ; andthe reaton is, b*cauſc' he hath the firſt dige= 
ſtron which is in the ſtomach, becauſe he receiverh no meat by 
the mouth, but it cometh to him at the nayel : and therefore 
he maketh no water, but doth ſweat, which urine is bur little 
in quantity, and is reſeryed in a {mall skin in the marrix ; and 
at Ris birth is caſt out in abundance, 

Q. #hy doth the c:.i1d com: out of the womb eaſily after ſeven 
erght, or nine monetys ? 

A. Becauſe, ſaith Galen, when the fruit is ripe, then the li- 
gaments are eaſily broken, and ſo it fallerh eabily.

V Hy 40 womes which cat unwholeſo ne meats, as rammiſh 
V prutrifi:d meats, caſoly miſcarry ? 

. A. Becauſe it breeds putrified ſeed in them;which the mind 
abhorring, doth caſt our of the field of Nature, that is, out ot 
the womb, becauſe it is unkic for che moſt noble ſhape, that is, 
tor mans form and ſhape, which is apt to receive the ſoul. 

Q. "hy do wraſtling or leaping _ the caſting of the child, as 
ſome crafty women uſe to do f purpoſe ? | : 

A. Becauſe that by ſuch leaping, the ligaments of the child 
are looſed, and by conſcquence there followerh aborrment, be= 
cawe it can no longer be kept in the womb.

A... Becauſe.that then the ligaments are ſtronger and fortiffe 
ed, and therefore nor eaſily broken,

A. Becauſe a man is a living creature whoſe property is to 
fit : but this js proper to no beaſt which hath a tail. 

Why do ſuch as kgep bath: or hot-bouſes, £xp*l the beat out 
of the furnace better with col1 water then with hot ? 

A. Becauſe they are contrary qualities, which work ſtrong 
ly the one againſt the ather ; and therefore rhe hear is bertee 
expelled from rhe ſtones. 

©. Why doth bot water ſooner frees then cold ? 

A. Becanſe hot water in thinner, and by conſequence, gi- 
yeth berrer entrance to the cold.

Q uy do not viras piſs ? 

A. B:cauſe that ſuperfluity which ſhould be converted in- 
ro urine, is turned into fearhers,as it appeareth, becguſe there 
is much moiſtneſs in the fearhers. Another reaſon is, becauſe 
they are in continual moving, and therefore much moiſture 
in them is dried up by air and wind. . 

©. hy are long eggs a ſign and oauſe of the male, aud flat 
ſhort eggs, of the female ?

A. Becauſe that in fleep much moiſture is gathered toge- 
cher, which cannor be A which is expelled in waking, 
and ſo it doth coyet to go out through the ſuperficial parts of 
the bedy, and eſpecially it covererh to the face, and ſo is cauſe 
of a bad colour, as it appeareta in fuch as be flegmatick, who 
defire more ſleep then others.

A. Becauſe the flegm drawn up by the jaws, dath- diſtil

rate heat of che kidneys or reins of the back, by reaſon where- 
of the ſtone doth grow, is quenched with coldneſs.

Becauſe char the urine being ſharp, doth exulcerate rhe 
wound, which good and fit medicaments do cover and skin.

Becauſe that when we go down into thoſe baths, the warer 
ir ſelf doth ſuffer ; that is, when the water doth hear our bo- 
dies, the water after a ſort is made cold by us. We haye learn- 
ed, that whatſoever doth work in generation and corruprien , 
the ſelf-ſame without all doubt doth ſuffer ; rhe water then 
being in ſome ſort cool ed, doth nor hear alikezand we being ac» 
cuſtomed unto ir, do not feet the heat as we did in the begin= 
ning, becauſe that the immoderate hear of ir is diminiſhed : If 
rhen ſtirring the hot water, more fiery hot water be added unto . 
ir, which neicher hath yer wrought nor ſuffered any thing of 
the body which is in the water, that will ſeem very hor and 
ſcalding, in reſpe& char working it doth alſo ſuffer, and by lics 
vle and little doth loſe his hear as the firſt did. 

CV. How is it,if whatſoever be moved is the better for it,and 
eſpecially in a hot air and place , yet when the air is beaten ane 
ſtirred, it doth ſcem colder unto us, and eſpccially in Simmer 
when the heat of the Suz is moſt bot ? 

For this doth ſeem contrary unto the other 5 for ivr water 
did ſeem hotter unto us by moving, and here the hor air dodi 
ſcem coldex when it is ſtirred and moved. I ſay therefore 
that itis a common thing, rhat chat which is moift and prin» 
cipalleſt in any thing, either in quality or vertue, doth over- 
come and change that which is lefſer and weaker ; and tha 
which is the ſtronger doth ſomemwhar ſuffer again in doing. 
Therefore the hot water, when my very hot, ſticking unco 
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the hot body is ſomewhat cooled, and doth nor keep the 
ſame quality. The airchen which doth compaſs us abour, 
being hor in Summer, like unto the water compafſing our 
bodies, is heated ſomewhat by us, which are hor through the 
hear of the time of the year, and doth likewiſe heat us, as 
linnen gaxments dogthe which being firſt cold,then being made 
hot _m_ then heart us againe, When we do then .ſtirr the 
air, that air which was before heated by us is driven away 
and another which is not yet heated, doth ſucceed, which 
ſeemerh cold unto us.

' they haye moſt excrements, by reaſon of their often filling. 


CX, wherefore are gyi:{s greater in the night then in the day? 
Becauſe the mind being then idle and at reſt with it ſelf 
is neither bufied with the Gght not hearing, not occupicd 
with any orher ſenſc, and doth nothing ar all, nor is urged ro 
any external aRion, and thereupon is much mere touched 
wich the feeling of any trouble or grief.
